The 
Third Reich

literally has set himself up as a 
Messiah for the Ger man people ; 
to worship. That sounds

think Herr Hitler 
could 
expect much help

R esidual Paralysis

has plainly set forth the issues be­ 
tween her and what she calls "the 
orthodoxes" in the medical pro­ 
fession. 


The orthodox view is that in­ 
fantile paralysis is an infectious 
disease, the virus of which has a 
particular affinity for those cells 
in the nervous system located in 
the spinal cord which send fibrils 
to and control muscle movement. 
The inflammation of and around 
these cells sometimes puts them 
out of commission temporarily so 
that there is a temporary paralysis 
and sometimes completely destroys 
them so that there is a permanent 
paralysis. 


Kenny Treat ment 


Miss Kenny found by experience 
t hat by using hot packs on t he 
affected muscles and by manipu­ 
lat ing and moving t he limbs f rom 
the very earliest period of the 
disease, muscle spasm is relieved. 
She believes that by using this 
method more recoveries take place. 
And finally she has come to the 
conclusion t hat the 
disease 
is 
located in t he muscle alone and 
t hat the nervous system or motor 
nerve cells are not diseased at all. 
It is unfortunate that she ever 


f orced herself to the last conclu­ 
sion, The application of t he hot 
packs ar,»l t he manipulations early 
in the disra- e are f orms of phys­ 
iotherapy that had probably been 
neglected by the regular profes­ 
sion and which probably do a cer­ 
tain amount of good. But to deny 
that motor nerve cells are not de­ 
stroyed by the disease is sheer 
nonsense and I am not acquainted 
with any physician who believes 
that. 
Residual Paralysis 
In nearly any ca-e of inf ant ile 
paralysis there is early in the dis­ 
ease a wider extent of paralysis 
tiran that which finally remains. 
As the patient recovers he retains 
control over group after group of 
muscles no matter what the treat­ 
ment. What is left permanently is 
known as residual paralysis. The 
Kenny method has no treatment 
for these residual paralyses and 
j the resulting d* fortuities, and they 
' occur j ust as frequently under her 
treatment as under orthodox t reat ­ 
ment. 
Her statement that under her 
| treatment ed per cent of patients 
recovered while under orthodox 
treatment “ the average percentage 
of recoveries was 12 per cent” is 
-imply a misstatement. In Alberta, 
in 1941, Dr. R . G. Huckell reported 
that of 167 patients treated by 
orthodox methods during an epi­ 
demic 82.2 per cent recovered to 
j the stage where they were prac­ 
tically normal. That is the same 
as the Kenny percentage of re­ 
covery and statistics from other 
epidemics show that this is the 
I usual recovery rate.
